The Character and Duty of a 
such was the Preface to a Prudent Addreſs, 
made by a Wiſe Perſon, to a Great Man, in a 
difficult and dangerous Conjuncture; in it we may 
| obſerve the Character, Duty, and Practice of a 
Loyal Subject, of a Good Patriot; a true lover 
of that which every one ought to account his Iſrael; 
the Church and Kingdom to which he belongs; 
his Native Country. | . 
What is neceſſary to being Peaceable in it, 
what to being Faithful, Thall be diſtinctly conſi- 
der'd, and then ſomething of ſuitable improve- 
ment made: And laſtiyh, The advantages, the 
Publick Advantages of Peaceableneſs and Faith- 
fulneſs ſhall be briefly offer d to Conſideration. 
Towards being Peaceable, Three things are re- 
—_— "TY 


I. A Peaceable Mind, which is the only fure 
foundation of Peaceable Behaviour and Conver- 
ſation. Without this, they who from hopes and 
fears may be ſilent and quiet for the preſent; 
when they think it will be for their Advantage to 
make diſturbances, and that they may ſafely do 
it, will not ſcruple to breath out Threatnings 
and Slaughter, and to act accordingly, They 
will without difficulty kindle the fire at which 
they may hope to Warm themſelves. They will

let looſe the Lions and the Wolves within them 
upon the promiſing proſpect of a Prey, which 

ir will be worth their while to ſeize and de- 
vour.. 

By a Praceabls Mind we may underftad

fed, vexed, diſtracted - with any of thoſe 'uns 
peaceable Luſts which war in, and againſt the 
Soul; of thoſe luſts, whenee come Wars Wo. 7 Fightings, 
Quarrels and Contentions in the greater and 
ſmaller diviſions of the World; ſuch as are Pride, 
Ambition, and Vain-glery; Envy, Malice, and 
Diſcontent; Covetouſneſs, and deſire of Re- 
venge; whence no quiet within, no Peace a- 
broad; nn in Maximus Tyius s Language, Diſes.2. 
maro bud, 3; 3gyor atdvetrer,” implacable Wrath, 
immortal Anger; endleſs Suse whence ſparks 
are turned into flames; a ſort of everlaſting burn-

is a Peaceable Tongue; a Tongue that is taught 


to make the ſoft anſwer, which turns away wrath ; 
knows how co avoid the grievous Words that ſtir up 
anger. There is, {aid Solomon, That | ſpeaketh, lt, 
the piexcings. of a Sword; the words of bim that 
doth ſo, will not fail to enter into the heart of 
him, who is concerned in them: but to enrage, 
not to win upon him; to wound, not to make 
any cure there. The peaceable Man, like St 
Paul, at the ſame time ſpeaketh forth the words of 
Truth and Soberneſs ; and ſhews that meekneſs of Wiſ- 
dom, which St. James, by exhorting to it, recom- 
mends. He comes, as God did to Elijah, not 
in the Ti empeſt, not in the Earthquake, not in the 
Fire; but in the ſtill ſmall Voice. He adds to the 


learning of a Scholar, and the skill of an able 


Buran, the Tenderneſs of a Friend, and the 
Compaſſion of a Chriſtian; and endears his 
Arguments by the temper with which they are 
deliver d. He has that Tongue of the wiſe, which

we all fail in the ſame bottom; muſt ſwim 
or ſink together; be jointly happy, or miſera- 
bly involved, and united in one common 
ruin. 


2. Faithfulneſs to the Civil Government will 
appear in Faithful Care for the Preſervation and 
Execution of the Laws of our Country; of 
thoſe Laws which are the boundaries of Right;

preſſed ; the terror of Evil-doers ;. and the com-

Were 
it not for Laws, and the Execution of them, 
as the ſtronger wild Beaſt preys upon the weaker 
ſo it would be among Men; Strength would 
be che law of Juſtice ; ; the Weak and Help- 
leſs how innocent or worthy ſoever, would 
be ſeized and devoured by the powerful and 
ul inclined. Laws are like the Banks of a 
River; for as the Banks keep the Waters of a 
River within due bounds, which, being let forth, 
would with uncontroulable, irreſiſtable violence 
do miſchief abundantly : So the Laws carefully 
Executed, keep the Extravagant and Unruly 


within compaſs „ who, if left to themſelves, 


would not be leſs miſchievous than unconfined, 
overflowing Waters. It muſt therefore be no 
| ſmall part of Faithfulneſs to take care that theſe 

Banks be maintain'd, and, if need be, ſtrengthen- 
ed; that they be not cut, any way weak ned, 
or endama ged. We cannot account him a Faich- 
ful, Honeſt Neighbour, who attempts to pluck

Once more Secondly, Hence we may learn 
to direct our own practices; hence we may flee in 
what methods we muſt approve our ſelves Peace- 
able and Faithful in our Iſrael; and that we may lo 
ſee this, as to be prevail'd upon to perform ſuita- 
bly, let me briefly repreſent the advantages, che 
Publick Advantages of being Peaceable and 
Faichful. 


1. Thereby we ſhall have ſufficient ſtrength, 
by the Bleſſing of God, ſucceſsfully to oppoſe 
our Foreign Enemies; all the enemies of Truth 
and Righteouſneſs; of the Proteſtant, Reform- 
ed Religion, and of the Liberties of Europe; in 
which our own are contained. Sufficient ſtrength 
ro ſecure the great and ſeaſonable Advantapes al- 
ready happily gained; to add more to them; 
and to obtain that which wiſe and good Men 
earneſtly defire, that Glorious Peace, in which 
all Intereſts may be juſtly and honourably balan- 
ced; and which may thereby be the foundation 
of large and laſting Happineſs to this Nation, and 
to many others with it. What a reproach will it

The Welfare of a Church, which for Soundneſs 
of Doctrine; which for Moderation in the Arti- 
cles of Religion; for Learned Defences of the 
True Religion againſt the Errors, and Corrupti- 
ons, and Superſtitions, and Idolatrous Practices 
of Popery, and againſt whatſoever is Contrary to 
the Goſpel of our Lord; which for the honour 
of Martyrdom, and a good Confeſſion frequent- 
ly witneſſed; which for Epiſcopal Government, 
ſupported by the Laws of the Land, and encou- 
raged by Temporal Advantages; for extraordi- 
nary helps to Devotion and Piety ; and for many

3. By being Peaceable and Faithful we may, 
apon good grounds, hepe to ſecure the Civil Go- 
vernment; a Conſtitution ſo Excellent, that it 
will, while duly adher'd to, preſerve us from 
Tyranny and Oppreſſion, from abſolute Will and 
Pleaſure, from the intolgrable Yoke of Arbitrary 
Government on the one hand ; and from the ter- 
rible Miſchiefs of Licentiouſneſs. and Extrava- 
gance, of Sedition and Rebellion on the other. 

A Conſtitution wherein as the Rights and Pre- 
rogatives of the Sovereign; ſo the Liberties and 
Properties of the Subject are with admirable tem- 
per and prudence exceedingly well provided for. 

Athly, We ſhall ſecure theſe happy Oppor-- 
tunities of Entercourſe and Correſpondence be- 
tween the Great and the Wiſe, the Honeſt and 
the Good Twice every Year ; theſe ſolemn ſea- 
ſons of ſeeing Juſtice pais in Triumph thro' the 
Nation; with its awful Splendor and Authority, 
Countenancing, and Encouraging, and Reward- 
ing the Good; diſcovering, and expoſing, and pu- 
niſhing the bad, The opportunities of ſeeing great 
and influencing Examples of Seriouſnęſs and Devo- 
tion in the Church; of Gravity and Prudence, of 

Integrity 
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Integrity and Courage upen the Bench; of So- 
briety, and Diſcretion, and Friendlhip abroad. 
Theſe opportunities of hearing the Laws of our 
Country learnedly Explained, and wiſely applyd; 
the execution of them powerfully preſſed; and 
the neglect of the execution of them ſtrictly and 
ſeverely enquired into. The Execution, I mean, 
of the good Laws that haye been worthily made 
againſt Curſing and Swearing, and Perjury ; a- 
gainſt Profanation of the Lord's-Day ; upon the 
due Obſervation of which, the thriving of Religi- 
on in any Jſrael in a great meaſure depends: Of 
the good Laws againſt Uncleanneſs and Drunken- 
neſs; againſt Oppreſſion and Deceitful Dealing; 
againſt Theft, Simony, Bribery, Extortion, other 
Corruptions, and Idleneſs, which prepares them 
that give themſelves up to it, for all that's ill, and 
betrays them into innumerable Sins and Miſeries. 
5thly, and laſtly, If we are Peaceable and: 
Faithful in our Iſrael, we may hope the great hap- 
pineſs to our Sel ves and the Publick, of ſeeing 0 
our Nobility and Gentry fixed in their Country- 
Seats, when the Great Occaſions of the Kingdom 
and their own do not call chem away; adorning 
them and their Quality by their Hoſpitality, Ge- 
neroſity, and Charity; ordering their Families 
Religioully ; managing their Temporal Affairs 
exemplarily; 
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exemplarily ; diſcharging the Honourable Office | 
of à Juſtice of Peace 1 and Impartially;

times; countenancing the Regular, Sober, Dili- 
gent, Pious Clergy ; giving continual proofs of 
their Affection to their Country; of their Loyal- 
ty to our Religious, Wiſe, and Gracious, Sove- 
_ reign ;. of their Faithfulneſs to the Eſtabliſh d 
Government; of their Firmneſs to, and Zeal for 
the Eſtabliſh'd Church; and of their Compal- 
ſionate Concern for thoſe that Conlcienciouſly 
and Peaceably differ from it, contentedly and 
thankfully enjoying the liberty the Law allows 
them. 55 1 
Iheſe are Advantages, which all, who under- 
ſtand the Publick Intereſt, and their own, will 
value; and which all who really value them. will 
endeavour toſecure, as it becomes good Chriſtians 
and good Subjects, by being Peaceable and Faithful in 
our Iſrael; which God of his Infinite Mercy grant we 
all may be, for the Merits of His Dear Son our Sa- 
viour; to whom with Thee, O Father, and the 
Holy Spirit, be Glory both Now, and for Ever.
